gathered about the table to hear the 
verdict of th* investigatin g com m it­ 
tee and decide upon its acceptance or 


I re lect loo. 
After the usual formali­ 
ties had been passed through, Presi­ 
dent Michaels called for the report, 
and Mr 
Everson, chairman of the 
com m ittee rose from his seat near the 
head of the table, glanced around the 
room, and read the following;

To the Honorable Council of the City 
of Wellsville: 


G e n t l e m e n —1The u ndersigned com ­ 
m itte e appointed by your body, first 
by resolution of May 9, I89f», and bv k>m ,Suru . * 
am en d ed resolution adopted 
May 111, 
1895, to Investigate the charges prefer­ 
red by one John 
Duncan against 
Mayor O .C Sinclair and Chief of Po­ 
llee Joseph Warren, respectfully sub­ 
m it the following report. 
“T he com m ittee m et on Tuesday 
evening, May 7,and every night there­ 
after except Sunday until and includ­ 
ing Tuesday evening, and heard all 
tile testim ony subm itted by the said 
Duncan In support of his charges, and 
the evidence subm itted by the mayor 
and chief of police, as well as the tes­ 
timony of a number of witnesses sub* 
po*n;cd by the com m ittee on its own 
account and motion, it having been 
the object of the com m ittee to ascer­ 
tain all the facts, and 
with this in 
view we subpoena*;! all the witnesses 
of whom we could learn. 
Tile testi­ 
mony was taken 
in shorthand by a 
stenographer employed 
bv us. and 
will he transcribed bv us for the use 
of the council and for inspection by 
any citizen interested in tile same. 
After hearing all th eev id en cesu b m it­ 
ted the com m ittee came to the decis­ 
ion hereinafter set forth on Hie re­ 
spective charges. 
Contrary to the 
usual form of reports the vote < f each 
member of the com m ittee on eacli 
charge is herew itIi given, 
for 
the 
reason th a t each member desired to 
placu his position and vote In the m at­ 
ter on record. 
T he following are the 
findings of the com m ittee. 
As to 
charge one. 
Tile com m ittee report 
t fiat Chief 
of Police Warren did 
not wilfully 
refuse to perform hts duty. 
The 
vote of the com m ittee on this was as 
follows: T h a t he did 
refuse to per­ 
form his du ty—Kelly and Pugh. T h a t 
he did not refuse to perform his duty 
Everson, Donnelly and Rogers. 
As to the second charge the com ­ 
m ittee report the mayor did right.the 
following being the vote of the same: 
T hat he did right— Everson, Donnelly 
and Rogers. Wrong— Kelly and Pugh. 
Tile majority of 
tile 
com m ittee 
claim th a t the mayor, after Issuing 
the warrant, inquired into the case, 
heard the statem en t of the defend­ 
ants and th e prosecuting witnesses, 
th a t he was convinced th a t tile de­ 
fendant, Skelley, handed among other 
money, to t he complainant, a counter­ 
feit dollar, not knowing it to he coun­ 
terfeit, and he was convinced there 
was no case, and being so convinced. 
he had the right to dism iss It in the 
exercise of the discretion given him 
by law. 
T h a t had it proceeded to 
trial the county would have been com ­ 
pelled to have paid the costs, and as 
the man who swore out the com plaint 
and the defendant agreed th a t the 
case should be dismissed, and the de­ 
fendants pay the costs, in pursuance 
of the agreem ent, especially as the de­ 
fendant had agreed to pay the costs. 
The minority of the com m ittee claim 
he did wrong in accepting any costs 
f r o m the defendant. 
If the defend­ 
ant was not guilty he should 
not he 
p u n is h e d at all, even though he volun­ 
tarily offers to pay the costs. 
Charge 3— We report as 
to

charge, in our opinion th e m ayor did 
wrong, th e following being th e vote.

Charge 8—T h e

them. 
Tile com m ittee unanimously agreed 
and report th a t the 
charge against 
the chief 
of 
police of 
receiving 
bribes Is not sustained. 
T he majority of the com m ittee re­ 
port th a t the mavor and the chief 
should not be removed from office 
While In our opinion tin' mayor did 
wrong in riot trying ll ugli Wooods, 
Jacob Heinz, arid 
Dennis, and the 
chief did wrong in notifying William 
Wynne to keep his bar closed on Sun­ 
day, yet whether they did wrong in 
these casts is merely a m atter of opin­ 
ion. 
We think th a t no notice should 
lie given to law breakers to desist, 
whether 
the ordinance 
claimed to 
have been broken has been enforced 
or not. 
Wlille many persons of ex ­ 
perience In municipal affairs and pub­ 
lic 
duty 
think offenses of certain 
kinds under the conditions of these 
cases, more effectually suppressed by 
notifying the offenders to desist, arid 
lf the offense Is persisted ’n, then ar­ 
rest aud fine. 
We do riot agree with 
them , hut adm it there is room for 
argument, arid when the mayor and 
chief adopted Hie latter view, and a t­ 
tempted to prevent the offenses named 
under the circumstances shown in 
evidence, 
bv notifying the parties 
punishm ent would 
follow a continu­ 
ance of th e offense, lf th e mayor and 
th e chief thereby erred.it was an error 
of judgm ent only, w ithout any intent 
to do wrong. 
T hey did 
w hat t hey 
thought I jest In the interest of good 
order. 
Their action was not culpa­ 
ble or criminal. 
An officer elected by 
the people can 
not he removed 
for 
honest errors of Judgment. 
T hey can 
only he removed for gross misconduct 
T h e following members voted 
for a 
finding recommending not to remove 
them hut to reprimand th em —Ever­ 
son, Rogers and Donnelly. To remove 
Kelly arid Pugh. 
T he com m ittee unanimously recom ­ 
mended th a t the solicitor be author­ 
ized to appear In behalf of the prose­ 
cution In all cases against houses of 
ill fame, gambling houses, and 
for 
violation 
of 
the liquor 
laws. 
We 
recommend th a t hereafter the mayor 
and chief of police b ep aid a salary 
and that all their fees tie turned Into 
the city treasury.

a part of a crop. Corn was like wheat, 
laying on the ground In many places, 
and a few places where the ground did 
not seem to be frozen to any exten t 
corn would grow. 
Apples have nearly 
all been killed, strawberries will he 
scarce and other fruits were destroyed 
by the frosts. 
W heat seems to have 
been especially affected, as the heads 
fall off when shaken or lifted by the 
hand.

weather, cu t worms are destroying 
wheat aud oats, and threaten Hie de­ 
struction of w hat remains of both 
crops.
